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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As correctly argued 
by applicants in the REMARKS section of the amendment filed on June 16, 2009, the prior art 
fails to teach or fairly suggest the recited discharge device with the recited plurality of discharge 
electrodes, counter electrode and relational expression between the frequency of the voltage 
applied to both the electrodes and the frequency of the streamer discharge generated in the form 
of a pulse between both the electrodes.
